The progress of Canada cannot await 
forever the pleasure of Canadian financiers. 
If they have more faith in a concession gain- 
ed or bought from some mushroom Govern- 
ment of a Latin republic than they have in 
the potentialities of their own country they 
have been acting pretty consistently with 
their convictions. If anyone is disposed to 
lament because the dividends from these new 
developments will go to Wall Street, instead 
of accumulating in Canada as reserves of 
capital for further productive undertakings 
there is no mystery as to where the blame 
lies.
